House Dems Balk at Health Bill 


Pelosi says she lacks 
votes to pass Senate’s

Washington 

House Speaker Nancy Pelosi said 
Thursday that the Senate will have 
to amend its version of a health 
care reform bill before Democrats 
in her chamber would be willing 
to vote for it.

President throws 
his weight behind 
financial regulations 

Washington 

President Barack Obama stepped 
up his campaign against Wall 
Street on Thursday with a far- 
reaching proposal for tougher reg- 
ulation of the biggest banks. 

“We have to get this done,” 
Obama said at the White House. 
“If these folks want a fight, it’s a 
fight I’m ready to have.” 

It was a stern, populist lecture 
from the president to Wall Street 
for what he perceives as its aban- 
donment of Main Street. Obama 
said the government should have 
the power to limit the size and 
complexity of large financial insti- 
tutions, and their ability to make 
high-risk trades. 

He said it wasn’t appropriate 
that banks have been able to run 
these trading operations with the 
protections afforded to regular 
banking service 

“We have to enact commonsense 
reforms that will protect American 
taxpayers and the American econ- 
omy,” Obama said.

The new proposal intends to 
limit speculation by commercial 
banks and to keep financial insti- 
tutions from growing so big that 
they pose a risk 
to the economic 
system. 

Expanding 
on earlier mea- 
sures, Obama 
endorsed a pro- 
posal to restrict 
proprietary trad- 
ing by commercial banks. That 
would separate commercial banks 
from investment banks, a line 
blurred a decade ago by the repeal 
of the Depression-era Glass-Stea- 
gall Act. 

This restriction would affect 
some of the biggest banks, includ- 
ing Bank of America, Goldman 
Sachs and Citigroup. 

“The better answer is to mod- 
ernize the regulatory framework 
and not take the industry and the 
economy back to the 1930s,” said 
Scott Talbott, chief lobbyist for the 
Financial Services Roundtable, an 
industry group that represents large 
Wall Street institutions. 

Goldman Sachs Group Inc. said 
Thursday it earned $4.79 billion in

China shifts focus 
to inflation control 
after fiscal growth 

Beijing 

China declared it is over the global 
crisis and signaled a shift in focus 
to controlling inflation, sparking 
concern it could hamper growth 
and the country’s contribution to 
a worldwide rebound. 

Economic growth accelerated 
to 10.7 percent in the final quar- 
ter of 2009, the government said 
Thursday, beating most forecasts 
and driving the full-year expan- 
sion to 8.7 percent. But inflation 
also picked up, driven by a jump in 
food costs amid a torrent of stimu- 
lus spending and bank lending. 

The strong numbers keep China 
on a course to replace Japan later 
this year as the world’s second-larg- 
est economy after the U.S. 

Chinese leaders say the fiscal 
largesse will continue this year but 
have ordered banks to curb credit 
after a surge in 2009 to a record 
9.5 trillion yuan ($1.39 trillion) in 


new loans. They worry that reck- 
less lending has fueled overin- 
vestment in some industries such 
as steel and cement, and a possi- 
ble bubble in stock and real estate 
prices, which are up sharply. 

Most Asian stock markets 


dropped as investors worried about 
whether Beijing can prevent over- 
heating without hurting recovery.

Top U.S. commander 
may tighten rules to 
win civilian support

The top U.S. and NATO commander 
in Afghanistan plans to tighten the 
rules on night raids, The Associat- 
ed Press has learned, in a new step 
to curb public anger over perceived 
violations against civilians. 

Such raids have emerged as the 
No. 1 complaint among Afghans 
after Gen. Stanley McChrystal 
curbed the use of airstrikes and 
other weaponry last year. 

NATO spokesman Rear Adm. 
Gregory Smith told the AP a new 
directive would be issued soon to set 


down new rules for night raids. 

“It addresses the issue that’s 
probably the most socially irritat- 
ing thing that we do and that is 
entering people’s homes at night,” 
he said Wednesday. He would 
not elaborate pending a formal 


announcement. 

The U.S.-led force has become 
increasingly sensitive to com- 
plaints by Afghan civilians as part 
of a renewed effort to win support 
among the public and lure people 
away from the Taliban. Last year 


McChrystal curbed the use of air 
power and heavy weapons if civil- 
ians could be put at risk. 

Smith said complaints about 
civilian deaths from airstrikes had 
dropped sharply after McChrys- 
tal’s order last year but Afghans are 
“not seeing enough difference in 
our nighttime operations.” 

He acknowledged the possible 
tactical difficulties but said the 
problem needed to be addressed 
in the effort to win the confidence 
of Afghan civilians and keep them 
from supporting the Taliban. 

“We’re not going to be in a posi- 
tion to stop all that activity,” he 
said but suggested more opera- 
tions could be carried out during 
the day in less dangerous areas.

“We are not talking years,” Maj. 
Gen. Athar Abbas told reporters 
traveling with Gates. “Six months 
to a year” would be needed before 
Pakistan could consolidate the 
gains it has made against mili- 
tants in other parts of the coun- 
try and then consider going fur- 
ther, he said. 

U.S. officials appeared to accept 
Pakistan’s rationale that it has lim- 
ited military resources and cannot 
risk getting ahead of the public’s 
acceptance for a campaign that 
involves killing fellow Muslims. 

“We have to do this in a way 
that is comfortable for them,” Gates

Big Spenders Welcome 

High court ruling tears down the wall between politics and corporate wealth 


Washington 

A bitterly divided Supreme Court 
vastly increased the power of big 
business and unions to influence 
government decisions Thursday by 
freeing them to spend their mil- 
lions directly to sway elections for 
president and Congress. 

The ruling reversed a centu- 
ry-long trend to limit the politi- 
cal muscle of corporations, orga- 
nized labor and their massive war 
chests. It also recast the politi- 
cal landscape just as crucial mid- 
term election campaigns are get- 
ting under way. 

In its sweeping 5-4 ruling, the 
court set the stage for a wave of 
likely repercussions — from new 
pressures on lawmakers to heed 
special interest demands to increas- 
ingly boisterous campaigns featur- 
ing highly charged ads that drown 
out candidate voices. 

While the full consequences 
of the decision were hard to mea- 
sure, politicians made clear who 
they believed benefited. Demo- 
crats, led by President Obama, con- 
demned the decision while Repub- 
licans cheered it. 

Still, more labor and corporate 
money in the political system could 
dilute the role of both political par- 
ties. And the decision seeded the 
ground for further challenges to an 
already weakened system of cam- 
paign finance regulations. 

The justices weighed two funda- 
mental political forces — the power 
of the central government and the 
concentration of corporate wealth 
— and tilted decidedly in favor of

the latter. The opinion by Justice 
Anthony Kennedy made a vigorous 
argument based on the Constitu- 
tion for the right of the public to be 
exposed to a multitude of ideas and 
against the ability of government 
to limit political speech. 

Strongly dissenting. Justice John 
Paul Stevens said, “The court’s rul- 
ing threatens to undermine the 
integrity of elected institutions 
around the nation.” 

Campaign lawyers and politi- 
cal operatives immediately began 
contemplating the consequences of 
the decision. 

Its most immediate effect is to 
permit corporate and union-spon- 
sored political ads to run right up 
to the moment of an election, and 
to allow them to call explicitly for 


the election or defeat of a candi- 
date. In presidential elections and 
in close congressional contests, 
that could substantially increase 
the television advertising compet- 
ing for the public attention’s with 
the candidates’ own ads. 

“It’s going to be the Wild, Wild 
West,” said Ben Ginsberg, a Repub- 
lican attorney.

A Big Dig Below Dupont 



Arts group tours land 
beneath circle, aims 
for galleries in space 

Washington 

Hidden 25 feet beneath the ele- 
gant circular park, another part 
of Dupont Circle sits empty, eerily 
quiet and largely forgotten. 

In tunnels strewn with garbage 
lie 100,000 square feet of space 
left behind in 1962, after the last 
street car cleared the Dupont Circle 
trolley station. The trolley-shaped 
facades of the short-lived Dupont 
Down Under food court, which 
failed miserably in 1996, fill one of 
the former station platforms. 

This is where architect Julian 
Hunt envisions a series of hip gal- 
leries called Dupont Underground, 
where up to 1,500 people at a time 
would take in avant-garde art 
shows and exhibits of experimen- 
tal architecture. 

“This enormous piece of infra- 
structure has just been moth- 
balled,” said Hunt. “If you get 
enough people down there and 
there’s interesting artwork and it’s 


well-lit, I think it would be quite a 
spectacular space unlike anything 
else in the District.” 

The proposal, promoted by a 
group of artists and architects 
called the Arts Coalition for Dupont 
Underground, is the latest pitch 
for reopening the trolley station 
abandoned beneath one of the 
city’s most expensive and color- 
ful neighborhoods. 

On Thursday, Hunt and other 
project supporters toured the space 
with District officials, who plan to 
put out a request for proposals in 


February to solicit other ideas for 
the space, according to the depu- 
ty mayor’s office for planning and 
economic development. 

Under Hunt’s plan, the city 
would lease the space to the arts 
coalition. 

D.C. Council member Jack Evans, 
D-Ward 2, said the proposal has sup- 
port from the local Advisory Neigh- 
borhood Commission, citizens asso- 
ciation and businesses.

Duke Ellington School of the Arts Stays Put 



Washington 

D.C. Schools Chancellor Michelle 
A. Rhee, moving Thursday to quell 
a storm of protest, said the District 
had no immediate plans to move 
Duke Ellington School of the Arts 
out of Georgetown but that it hoped 
to eventually build a new facili- 
ty to replace the school’s century- 
old home. 

“Ellington will stay in George- 
town for the foreseeable future,” 
said Rhee, who is scheduled to meet 
Eriday with members of the school’s 
governing board. 

She has been inundated with 
calls and e-mails from the school 
community since The Post report- 
ed Sunday that the District had 


studied the cost of moving Elling- 
ton to the former Logan Elementa- 
ry School building on G Street NE 
near Union Station. 

News of the possible relocation of 


Ellington — which draws its 85 per- 
cent black enrollment from across 
the city for renowned music, dance, 
visual arts and theater programs — 
touched nerves still raw from the 


recent debate over Hardy Middle 
School, just two blocks to the north. 
Rhee triggered a wave of criticism 
last month when she announced 
the replacement of principal Patrick 
Pope, who oversees an art and music 
program that also draws a primar- 
ily black student body. 

Looking to market the school 
more effectively to neighborhood 
families, Rhee announced that the 
principal of Georgetown’s Hyde- 
Addison Elementary will run both 
schools next year. 

Many Hardy parents accused 
Rhee of trying to squeeze 
black students from the newly 
remodeled Hardy building, 
an accusation she denies.

‘Secretly, I’m 
A Saints Fan’ 


Brett Favre’s favorite team 
as a child stands in the way 
of his third Super Bowl trip

It appears that Brett Favre is just like every- 
one else — he never forgot his first love. 

Shortly after Favre and the Minneso- 
ta Vikings dismantled Dallas on Sunday to 
set up a showdown with the Saints in New 
Orleans for the NFC championship, the 
40 -year-old quarterback recalled a conver- 
sation he had with Saints coach Sean Pay- 
ton awhile back. 

“I told him secretly, I’m a Saints fan,” 
Favre said. 

Now, in the latest dramatic twist to a 19th 
season that has been almost too good to be 
true, the Saints are the last team standing in 
his way of reaching a third Super Bowl. Favre 
and the Vikings will go into the Superdome on 
Sunday with a trip to Miami on the line. 

“We didn’t think we were going to actu- 
ally play,” Favre said of his past conversa- 
tions with Payton. “There was always an 
outside chance, but go figure.” 

New Orleans may not be home for Favre. 
But when it comes to NFL cities, the Big Easy 
is as close as it gets. Favre grew up in Kiln, 
Miss., just an hour’s drive away from New 
Orleans. He played college ball at Southern 
Mississippi in Hattiesburg, a mere two hours 
from Bourbon Street. 

As Favre rose to prominence in the NFL, 
he earned a following in the Gulf region that 
would match the Saints’ fervent fan base. He 
still spends the majority of his free time at his 


off-season home in Hattiesburg and suffered 
through the devastation of Hurricane Katrina 
with everyone else in the area in 2005. 

Even folks in Hattiesburg and throughout 
southeastern Mississippi are having trou- 
ble deciding which side to take. The fact 
that the Saints have had just seven win- 
ning seasons in their previous 42 years of 
existence, and no Super Bowl appearanc- 
es, just makes these fans even hungrier to 
see a winner. 

So, Favre knows what he’s up against, 
which makes it that much more fun. 

“I don’t think too many people down 
there will be compassionate that I am with 
the Vikings coming in,” Favre said. “They’ve 
waited a long time for it. That’s going to 
be a factor that we have to handle, obvi- 
ously. I think it goes without saying how 
happy I am that we have this opportunity.”

It was Sunday, sure, but for Sean 
Mosley it was no time to rest. 

A glance at the stat sheets told 
him — told everybody — that some- 
thing wasn’t right. The 6-foot-4 soph- 
omore guard had scored in double 
figures in 10 of his first 11 games. 
He’d been steady, an accurate shoot- 
er that the Maryland Terrapins have 
counted on this season in the team’s 
three-guard starting lineup. 

But, by last weekend, he’d failed 
to reach double digits in four-straight 
games, battling nagging back and 
ankle injuries to the point where his 
shot no longer felt natural. 

So, even though Maryland rout- 
ed Boston College Saturday evening, 
Mosley spent his Sunday night at 
the gym. As the clock struck nine, 
he methodically worked his way 
around the court. Five or 10 shots 
from one spot, shooting until he felt 
comfortable. Then moving on to 
another spot. Then another. 

“That’s one thing I had to do 
for myself,” Mosley said. 

On Tuesday night against Long- 
wood, the work paid off. Mosley con- 
nected on all eight of his field-goal 
attempts, including one 3-pointer, 


and all four of his free throws. He 
finished with a team-high 21 points 
in a 106-55 victory for Maryland 
(12-5, 2-1 in the ACC). 

“Hard work,” said freshman 
James Padgett. “He’s in the gym 
a lot so he can get that consisten- 


cy and get the job done.” 

On Tuesday, Mosley said, “I 
just felt like every shot I took was 
going to go in.” 

Mosley is making a team-best 
61 percent of his shots this season, 
up from just 37 percent last year. 


Subsequently, his points-per-game 
total has gone from 5.3 points as a 
freshman to 12.6, third on the team 
behind seniors Greivis Vasquez and

Buddy Ryan’s advice to son Rex 
when he took over as head coach 
of the New York Jets a year ago was 
simple: “Don’t screw it up.” 

No problem, Dad. Borrowing 
a page from his irascible father’s 
playbook, Rex Ryan’s Jets are on 
the brink of the Super Bowl. 

Buddy Ryan, who began his 
pro football coaching career with 
the Jets in the 1960s and was the 
linebackers coach for the New York 
defense that shut down the Balti- 
more Colts in the 1969 Super Bowl, 
is impressed. “He’s done a great 
job,” Buddy Ryan said. “He’s turned 
it into an aggressive team.” 

Rex Ryan grew up watching his 
dad build defenses, including 1985’s 
famed Bears unit, which wreaked 
havoc. The Jets have done the same 
in their surpising run to Indianapo- 
lis for Sunday’s AFC title game. 

He also picked up his father’s 
gamesmanship. When the Jets 
began the playoffs as a longshot, Rex 
Ryan put together a map that high- 
lighted the parade route the team 
would take after winning the Super 



Bowl. Ryan’s motivational ploy drew 
a chuckle from his dad, who never 
shied away from controversy. 

Through it all. Buddy Ryan was 
beloved by his players, even get- 
ting carried off the field by Bears 
defenders after Chicago beat the 
New England Patriots in the 1985 
Super Bowl. The Jets have similar- 
ly taken to Rex Ryan. “He’s honest 
and he knows his business, and play- 
ers know that and that’s what they 
want,” said Buddy Ryan, (ap)

Harrison Ford’s able 
performance can’t 
save ‘Measures’ from 
a formulaic existence 

Film Review 

Harrison Ford makes a lovable 
curmudgeon in “Extraordinary 
Measures,” an earnest, formulaic 
medical melodrama in which Indi- 
ana Jones puts down his hat and 
bullwhip to channel yet another 
beloved American archetype: the 
renegade scientist. 

Ford plays iconoclasm to its 
barking, snarling hilt as medical 
researcher Robert Stonehill, who 
listens to classic rock at full volume 
in his Nebraska lab and grumpily 
refuses to answer phone calls. One 
of the people he has been ignoring, 
though, is John Crowley (Bren- 
dan Fraser), a Portland business- 
man who has a son and a daughter 


with a rare genetic disorder called 
Pompe disease. Through his own 
research, Crowley has become con- 
vinced that Stonehill holds the key 
to a cure and travels to the Mid- 
western plains to meet his would- 
be savior. The two men wind up 
going into the biotech business 
together. 

From its marketing, “Extraor- 
dinary Measures” looks like an 
inspirational “disease of the week” 
movie, complete with self-righ- 
teous speeches and hugs at the 
end. Based on a true story (Crow- 
ley really did start a multimillion-

dollar company to save his chil- 
dren; Stonehill is a composite of 
the doctors who helped him), the 
film can’t help but grip the heart 
and imagination, especially when 
the camera is trained on the two 
adorable, plucky children whose 
life-and-death struggles propel 
the plot. 

But too often “Extraordinary 
Measures” gets bogged down 
in meetings, business plans and 
PowerPoint presentations. And 


the director, Tom Vaughan, has 
a tendency to underline, italicize 
and boldface the emotion when 
no such emphasis needed. 

Fraser’s diffident, blurry perfor- 
mance as Crowley is no match for 
Ford’s simmering high dudgeon. 
But for real sparks, keep a look out 
for Jared Harris in a supporting role 
that injects a mildly diverting note 
of corporate intrigue into an oth- 
erwise unsurprising procedural.

The Late Night Debacle of 2010 
appears to be over.

And Fri- 
day, O’Brien will officially say fare- 
well, at least until another network 
gives him a job. End of story. 

Well, not exactly. The legions 
of die-hard O’Brien fans who have 
spent the past couple weeks unleash- 
ing their outrage aren’t ready to let 
go of their bitterness just yet. 

“If they think they’re going to 
get away with this, they’re not,” 
says Josh Feldman, an American 
University freshman speaking of 
NBC in a tone reminiscent of a 
mad-as-hell Howard Beale from 
the movie “Network.” 

Even though O’Brien’s depar- 
ture has looked like a done deal 
for days, supporters such as Feld- 


man have continued to mobi- 
lize, online and off On Wednes- 
day night, hours before O’Brien 
finalized that $45 million buyout 
agreement, the number of mem- 
bers of the Facebook page “I’m 
With COCO” — dubbed in honor 
of O’Brien’s nickname — swelled 


past the half-million mark. 

Social-networking crazes tend 
to come and go with the swift- 
ness of a Twitter trending topic, 
but the pro-Coco campaign seems 
to have touched a genuine nerve.

Some say NBC’s treatment of 
O’Brien has tapped into latent rage 
toward corporate America.

THE LOVELY BONES (PG-13, 130 minutes) 
Peter Jackson’s movie, based on the best- 
selling Alice Sebold novel, flagrantly 
disobeys the first law of adaptation and, 
indeed, of filmmaking in general: Get 
the tone right. And tone is the first thing 
sacrificed in this shapeless, overlong, 
mawkishly muddled pop-up illustration of 
a movie. The protagonist isSusie Salmon 
(Saoirse Ronan), who in a voice-over nar- 
ration explainsthatshe was murdered in 
1973 at age 14 by a neighbor. Most of the 
film transpires while Susie is in “the in- 
between," a candy-colored no-man’s-land 
between heaven and Earth, where she 
watches her murderer (Stanley Tucci) 
hide in plain sight and her father (Mark 
Wahlberg) go mad with unresolved grief. 
The whole movie feels like a juggernaut 
of literary pretension and cinematic over- 
reach, run fatally aground, (ah) 

NINE (PG-13, 120 MINUTES) “Nine 
bounces into theaters as a bright, shiny 
bauble of cinematic self-reference and 
mythologizing, begging so insistently 
to be loved that it winds up pushing the 
audience away. “Nine" is about Guido 
Contini (Daniel Day-Lewis), a legendary 
Italian filmmaker who in 1965, on the eve 
of directing his latest picture, finds him- 
self creatively blocked and preoccupied 
with the women in his life, madonnas 
and whores alike. An insurmountable 
flaw of “Nine" is that it asks viewers so 
blithely to identify with a protagonist 
whose overwhelming ego, insecurity and 
selfishnessthey’re meantto confuse with 
artistic genius. (AH) 

SHERLOCK HOLMES (PG 13, 125 min 

utes) Directed by Guy Ritchie (“Rockn- 
Rolla”) and starring Robert Downey Jr., 
the newest contribution to the world 
of Arthur Conan Doyle spin-offs is 
less a product of genuinely Holmesian 
DNA than, say, “Se7en." There’s black 
magic here, too; Lord Blackwood (Mark 
Strong) — who has been going around 
London dispensing with people — has 
apparently risen from the dead. In the 
plus column is Downey’s performance. 
The actor gets one important thing 
just right. That’s a sense of Holmes as a 
brilliant misfit. There’s nothing terribly 
wrong with Jude Law’s performance as 
Holmes’s right-hand man, though he’s 


considerably less stuffy than tradition- 
ally portrayed. (MO) 

UP IN THE AIR (R, 109 minutes) There 
are few things more sublime than 
George Clooney in his comfort zone, 
and when it happens, the best advice is 
tositback, relaxand enjoy theflight. In 
this case, literally: Clooney plays Ryan 
Bingham, a corporate downsizer who 
spends most of his life in airplanes. It 


is a smart, alert, supremely entertain- 
ing movie, in which Reitman toggles

YOUTH IN REVOLT (R, 90 minutes)This 
coming-of-age sex comedy finds Michael 
Cera stuck in his same wispy, doe-eyed 
groove.
